which was sitting all day hearing de­ 
linquent cases, and when he arriv ed 
there in his yellow garb, he was giv ­ 
en auother opportunity to buy bonds 
aud put himself right jv ith the com­ 
munity. 
He refused, anti was dis 
missed. 
When 
Ortgiesen left the county 
building be bad a jeering crowd in 
his wake, and he went directly t o ’ 
the stairway leading to the otfioe of 
Attorney H. A. Brooks, where it is 
said he took refuge. 
He appeared 
on the street about two and one-half 
hours later, after cleansing his cloth­ 
ing with gasoline, and started for 
home, walking. 
For the first hour 
or two after his disappearance in 
the attorney’s office there was a well 
organized reception committee wait 
ing on the street for him, but when 
he finally appeared ho was allowed 
to go unmolested.

is .o f the firm opinion that it would be 
a 
great mistake for Dixon to change back to the aldermanic form, and 
we believ e that the subject of next Tuesday’s ballot is a v ery impor­ 


tant one to the future progress and welfare of Dixon. 
Furthermore, 
we believ e that unless a full and representativ e v ote is cast there is 
danger that those interested in ousting the present form of gov ern­ 
ment may carry the election, for they will be out in fore* and aie 


making a v ery strenuous campaign. 
The T e le g r a p h gav e its full support to the original proposal 


to install the commission form in Dixon, and since that time we ha\e 
had no reason to regret it, for Dixon has been greatly benefit ted. 
Dixon is a meaner and better city and it is more efficiently and moie 
economically managed, and with fairer representation of the whole 
city under the commission form of gov ernment than it was under the 


old plan. 
There are ample figures and records to suppo rt this con­

This indiv idual responsi­ 


bility is one of the splendid features of the commission form. 
It 
makes ev ery commissioner do his full duty and do it well or be 


pointed out as a poor officer. 
The com m issio n form of gov ernment, furthermore, insures the 


election of a higher class of men for city officials, for each one must 


stand the acid test of the v ote of the whole city. 
We sincerely hope and trust that Dixon people will take enough 


interest in good, clean, economical and efficient gov ernment of our 
city to go to the polls on next Tuesday and cast their ballots in tax­ 
or of retaining the present form of gov ernment.
